The experiment will take the 
form of seven half-hour television 
shows entitled "University", to be 
taped at SGWU. This weekly series 
under the . direction of the .CBC's 
Bill Rice , will examine; every facet 
of the .unlvenity— its classrooms 
-"■"'li.lBboratorics, its students and 
ifëssors, and its .role .within the 
î'cbmmùnlty at large. * 

"University" is designed to ful- 
' (11 many purposes. An attempt at 



public relations, It is Intended to 
interest more than just the pros- 
pective student As Dean. Robert 
C. Rae of Sir George Williams 
University pointed out, "We hope, 
as well, to reach the family, and 
to get In touch with those who 
Influence the student outside the 
university. Not only the prospective 
student is involved." 

The. aeries is also planned to 
allowj thé" university to weigh the 
advantages and disadvantages of 
TV courses for credit, which ten- 
tatively begin next f all. By gauging 
public reacUoB^to . ' this InlUnl 
effort, the university hopes to 
facilitate its decision; .on whether 
or not to contlnu^èducatlonal TV.

Is 
good with a small group may be 
a dud before an audience of three 
hundred," observed Principal Dr. 
Henry F. Hall. "Similarly, a good 
classroom professor Is not neces- 
sarily successful on TV."

FULL CAPACITY 

Sir George officials realhc that 
since they are at present operating 
at f uU capacity In many areas, 
and since their downtown location 
makes physical expansion next to 
impossible, educational TV may 
be the only way for the university 
to . substantially increase Its en- 
rollment. But they are also un- 
willing to devote considerable time 
and money to a project before 
they can be sure that both the 
public and the university itself 
are ready to handle It.

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ISA Activities Initiated At 
Foreign Student Reception 

A recep.tSon for foreign students last Friday night marked 
the opening of the International Students' Association's campus 
wide activities. 



The reception was held in the 
Union and all visitors to the uni 
versily were invited to attend, in 
accordance with the basic policy of 
the ISA. 

PURPOSE 

The ISA was formed last year to 
create an atmosphere for the co- 
ordination of foreign and Can- 
adian student activities. The asso 
elation believes that when an effort 
is made to appreciate a foreign 
custom or activity, understanding 
and friendship will soon follow. 

There is no individual member- 
ship, the executive consists of na 
tional club presidents and repre- 
sentatives from various campus- 
wide organizations. 

INTEGRATION 

The association plans the inte- 
gration of the socially isolated 
blocs of foreign students both with 
each other and with Canadians by 
co-ordinating club activities and by 
planning Joint functions. 

McGill has students from 70 
countries, yet a barrier was seen to 
exist between the foreign students 
and Canadian students. The various 
national clubs, acting independent- 
ly, tended to further Isolate the 
students. 

Thus the ISA througli its policy 
of co-ordination. and integration of 
club activities alleviates this pro- 
blem. 



COMING ACTIVITIES 

This year, the chahrman is Robert 
Ameron, post-graduate student of 
political sciences. Last year, the as- 
sociation was chaired by Zafar 
Khan, former Union president, 

Under his guidance, the ISA held 
seminars, social evenings, and 
gala New Year's Ball. There was 
also a summer program of seminar 
and discussion. _ 

This' year,'plàhs Include a month' 
ly newsletter, a seminar and var- 
ious social functions. 

Despite the laclc of individual 
membership, the ISA offers many 
chances for individual participation 
in Its activities. Canadian students 
arc encouraged to attend the var- 
ious social functions, and .the semi 
nars and dances are open to all 
students. 

One graduating foreign student 
was lieard to say that "Other than 
a degree, 1 don't feel that I got very 
much out of my stay in Montreal 
... Christmas was very dull and 
lonely." The same student also 
mentioned that he had few chances 
to meet girls, and this severely li- 
mited his social life. 

It is this^type of situation that 
the ISA is trying to rectify.

CAflEFUL INSPECTION 

Forty-three volunteer workers 
were enlisted for the inspection and 
catalogxiing of various rooms. They 
inspected the houses for dean- 
liness, location and friendliness on 
the part of the landlady or land- 
lord.

One thing notable about University 
life is that there is no end to the number 
of ways a student can waste his time. 
If you look hard enough, you will be 
able to find enough bull sessions, tavern 
gatherings, television programs, TGIF 
parties and bridge games to keep you 
occupied every night of the academic 
yeair. 

TIME 

At McGill, If you wish to fritter away 
all your time in this manner you are 
quite free to do to. Remember, though, 
that this is done at the expense of some 
person whose high school marks weren't 
quite as good as yours but who really 
wanted to study.

Y'^RIETY 

' Oiir Students' Society with Its amazing 
^.variety of activities and its mature ' out- 
look offers unlimited opportunity for 
worthwhile use of leisure time. It is 
notable on three. accounts. First, it is a 
very large organization having budgeted 
expenditures ; totalling nearly. $180,000 . 
last' year. " ' 

Second, It is run entirely by students 
with no assistance from the faculty or 
thé University administration. This 
autonomy, I might add, is a very rare 
thing on North American campuses, and 
is something of which we are quite 
proud. Thbrd, the Society's aim is not 
simply to entertain students who want 
to be entertained when they are not 
studying, but to supplement their class- 
room education with activities which will 
tend to further Improve the mind. 

SUPREME 

The Students' Executive Council, the 
supreme elected student body on cam- 
pus, is ultimately responsible for the 
spending of all student funds. It is up 
to you, the new members of our Society, 
to ensure that those who are. elected to 
the SEC are competent and fair, so ; that 
this money will be spent in an intelligent 
manlier and so that activities are always 
governed In a manner which most ben< ' 
eflts all studënts.

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Students Of Affluence 

AT o recent meeting of the Kl'wdnU Club of Montreal, Dr. 
Roger Balk, general secretary of McGill's Student 
Christian Movement remarked that iho majority of 
North American university students are Interested In higher 
learning mainly as a stepping stone to future security and 
a probable higher Income. This statement Is |ust as erroneous 
as one proclaiming that the Western allies ara chasing 
headlong after nuclear -supremacy — If we may be allowed 
to stretch a point.- < , - .• 

Taken at face value, this latter statement seams per- 
fectly acceptable. However, the fact that this desire to be 
lop dog steiiis from a knowledge that one sign of weakness 
may bring on the destruction of democracy, adds favorable 
nuances to a harsh truism. On the other hand, oui; correlation 
may be pronounced blatantly Incorrect, since various Western 
countries have token firm anti>nuclear stands. 

So It Is with Dr.' Balk's blanket statement on- student 
goals. Granted,. on the surface it seems to be a sad truth, 
of out times that men delight not in culture but In the gold 
that ties in letters. However, to this assertion must be added 
the fact that in a civilization based on monetary achieve- 
ments, the attainment of a higher Income opens the door 
to cultural developments, artistic realizations and phllantroplc 
pic endeavours. 

WHY SHOULD a man say with underlying scorn that 
another's goal is the acquisition of wealth when It Is that 
very wealth which holds the controlling reins on his own 
admitted three tenets : faith — or the upkeep of the church 
and the spreading of its message; hope •- In the possibilities 
of a fuller, richer life; chaHty— the unvoiced demand by ha 
vyho has not on his fellow man who has. 

^Thero are two sides to every coin, however. The acqul- 
IÇIôn' of monetary security without that of an appreciation 
for leoKiiing. leads to a merry course which ends In stagna- 
tion. At McGIII the student Is given every possibility to learn. 
One student, according to Dr. Balk, may work diligently with 
the sole purpose of reaching a high Income bracket. 

A second, the ever-present frltterer, may set his atghtt 
on, attaining his, bachelor's degree with the least possible 
amount'of cranial exertion. A third, and there must aways 
be students like this, will learn out of the sheer |oy of satli- 
fying his curiousity and acquiring knowledge. 

THIS LAST rarity is generally looked upon with a faint 
trace of derision by our society, but Is generally acknow* 
ledged to be the mainstay of future civilization. The second 
Is in a class which must soon disappear under the pressures 
that ore being put upon our educational system by world 
competition. 

But among the first lie the men who. will be the citizens 
and leaders of pur world. On these the fact must be Im* 
pressed that money is not an end In Itself, nor Is itducatlon 
a means to a simple monetary goal; 

The learning acquired at McGIII and the Income' which 
proceeds from It afterwards should be so intertwined as to 
set-a goal and form a way of life which, could be neither 
scorned nor overthrown. 

A Staid Registration 

*HE atmosphere has been removed f roni ReglBtratloii|Day. • 
In past 'years all form of campurWganlzâtlonrliftf^iip 
booths along the walls of the Currle Gym to 'entice fresh- 
men into loining their particular clubs. This year those recruit- 
ing statioris have been outlawed by University authorities. 
Now the Incoming students. hove nothing to do but register. 

It must be admitted that the' carnival atmosphere of last 
year's registration was a little extreme, but the . decision to 
place a complète ban on bbbths is open to question. The 
problem could have been solved by simply forbidding the. 
collection of money and signatures, restricting the areas In 
which the upperclass students ara allowed to wander, and 
lini|ting the-staff of each booth. 

With/ the present arrangement, many naturally shy 
fresmen will be kept away from activities In which they might 
otherwise hâve participated. Perhaps this Is' what the Admi- 
nistration wants. If this is the tase, we woiider why most 
scholarship application forms ask for a list of non-scholastic, 
extra-curricular activities. 

Too much participation in campus clubs and organiza- 
tions can be disastrous but complete disassociation with every- 
tliing e;(cept schooiwork makes for just asaunbo lanced and 
unsatisfying a college career.

Thé McGUI Bookstore- has" two 
parts,, 'one on McTavish Street, 
which serves mainly upperclass- 
men and - graduateV-students, and 
the other in thé'bas'emènt 'of the 
Arts .Building," which is for fresh- 
men and 'students taking Arts 
courses. : . 

During the first two months of 
the year the.' Boolûtore ' operates 
almost exclusively from the' base-' 
ment of the Arts Building. Then 
when the original rush to pur- 
chase texts subsides, the store 
returns to its permanent quarters, 
leaving thQ basement to become 
a -locker room. 

NOT JUST BOOKS 

Boolcs are not the only articles 
to be found in the bookstores. 
There is also a largo assortment 
of stationary supplies and engineer- 
ing instruments — and at prices 
lower than elsewhere in town. 

In the basement bookstore, signs 
indicate where books are for dif- 
ferent subjects and lists are avail-, 
able with the assigned books for 
courses. For certain first year 
courses books are neatly packaged. 

Thirty people are employed in 
the bookstores to facilitate the 
estimated flow of 450 students per 
hour wlio will pass ..through the 
turnstiles. 

PRICES LOW 

'What about prices? Many stu- 
dents have asked this question, 
said G.A. Ramsay, manager of the 
McGill bookstore. "My reply has 
been' that they are lower than 
clscwliere, and that all profits go 
to the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil." 

The bookstore makes a profit of 
approximately $10,000 per annum. 

The McGill Bookstore is owned 
and operated by McGIli University,

It is'cpmeUiinS'Of '«.'tradition it 
McGill for professors, when 'giWng 
their first-lccttire to a new batch of 
freshmen, to console the students 
to- look caref ally .to their left: and 
their right,' M'as'.to coinmit' their 
classmates to .mcmd^^^Then,'^ afto;

will'ièxplàin; '^éanse. 'one of you 
won't bé coming back next year." 

"When this Hltlc lecture is over, 
however, professors rarely men- 
tion the subject again. Once a stu- 
dent has reached university, they 
reason, he is on his own, paying 
his own way. In colloquial, if he 
wants to fool around and nbglect 
his studies, it's bis tough luck. Wc 
must say wc are heartily in accord. 
But, while dire warnings are being 
issued, we'd like to get our two 
hits worth in as well. 

HIGH RATE 

The truth is, failure rates are 
high at McGill in first year, just 
as they arc in similar institutions 
all across Canada. Ân examination 
of the cold facts leads to the in- 
evitable questions — Arc today's 
students just too lazy? Arc many, 
freshmen not Intelligent enough for 
a university education, and if so, 
are our standards of entrance too 
low ? 

To find the answers to these 
questions we taliced to professors, 
uppcrdassmen, and students who 
had repeated first year — both 
from McGill and '■ other Canadian 
colleges. 
Here is what we found : 
Most professors did not believe 
McGill entrance requirements are 
too low, but there were some em- 
phatic exceptions. Many did say 
, that our high school system could 
'stand some tightening up, how- 



CTer. ' Hie -majority, were of, the 
opinion that atstudent's percent- 
age' in high sdioblïleaving exam- 
inations is not'too. accurate a yard 
stick in' predicting his chances for 
going unscathed in first year. They 
reason that other factors — social 
experience, maturity, capacity to 
stndy and apply oneself, and psy- 
chological viewpoint — have a 
large bearing on one's success or 
failure. 

It was pointed out than many 
a timo students who entered Mc- 
Gill with 65 - 70% averages have 
outlasted and bettered others in 
the over eighty range. Why cut but 
all the former type when some are 
bound to succeed, , they , argue. 

STUDENT VIEWS 

Upperclassmen 'and students 'who 
have failed and repeated first year 
hold similar views, allhou^ many 
of the latter, say a quarter; were 
highly pessimistic atMUt the whole 
system. Many blamed slack high 
school standards and the teachers' 
coddling of students at that stage. 
Most fdt that, after all, collegë 
was a place ^where you were , ex- 
pected- to. be' grown oip. Students 
who had repeated a year idt they 
had learnt a valnable lesson — a 
lesson which is only learnt the hard 
way. 

Arc today's students too lazy? 
One veteran- professor put it this 
way, "Not any more than they used 
to be back in the twenties. First 
year college will always be treated 
as a bit of a lark by a certain seg- 
ment of the freshmen class. 'Well, 
they'll find out, just as they always 
have, its sink or swim." 

On this note well hold our peace. 
Good luck!

Like all long-establlshcd univér- 
litlet, McGiU has lt5 share of hoary 
campus traditions. But of all the 
unofficial yet treasured rites and 
practices which have been passed 
down through the years, the most 
famous and colourful is the annual 
"rophing" of professors by mem- 
bers of the freshman class. 

Fjreshmen, according to popular 
impression, ifeel nervous and doubt- 
ful about their ability to carry out 
this! procedure in accordance with 
tradition. However, facts prove 
otherwise,, and in the phst three 
'academic sessions th'eré has been 
a total' of only seven cases' of fail- 
lire 1^ any. group of freshmen to 
roph any professor. 

Up jintU. mé, the term . iUelf 
had alwayiilweiiypeUed Z'roffing". 
It.iwas Iattha^lyêaKthat a.Ddiltf 
editor, •rW.T/G/vFalW, decided to 
trac]c^d6vrn thé origin , of the ciur 
. tom tnd of the word. 

.Previous issues of. the Dailv 
provided no clue, for the practice 
^ of rophing — or roffing — ante- 
dated the founding of the news- 
paper, whose, inaugural issue came 
off the press in 1011. However, by 
consulting several retired profes- 
sors and writing letters to many of 
the older graduates (some as far 
away as Sydney, Australia), Falls 
was able to piece the story together. 
The full explanation was published 
ln:the Daily of April 7, 1926, and 
won for Falls a citation from the 
Students' Executive Council for 
Vhis distinguished and valuable 
contribution, through diligent re 
search and Investigation, to our un- 
derstanding . oif ' a venerable McGill 
•tradition." 

SERVES IN WAR 

Falls graduated with high stand-

ing In 1928, and' entered the insur- 
ance field, in' which he continued 
until volunteering for servlçe with 
the Canadian Army in the Second 
World War. He was Icilled in action 
in 1044. 

The term "rophing" is derived 
from the. name of Prof. B. A. SteW' 
art Ropli, a distinguished lecturer 
in Natural Philosophy (Physics) 
who came to McGill from Cambrid- 
ge University in 1870. So great was 
the reputation preceding him that 
the students who were to . attend 
his first lecture appointed one of 
their number ' to : malce ,a brief 
speech' of welcome . iexpressing 
their gratitude for. the opportunity 
of studying under the.- celebrated 
scientist. 

' The student selected. . (whose 



name has unfortunately been lost) 
made a half-hour speech praising 
Roph, at tlie conclusion of which 
his' classmates rose to thehr feet 
and applauded both the spcalcer 
and the elderly professor. The lat- 
ter, deeply moved, replied by tel- 
ling the class that it would indeed 
be a noble gesture if the students 
were to greet .all their lecturers in 
this manner. Such was the admi- 
ration of the students for Prof. 
Roph that they followed his advice 
and did indeed honour each pro- 
fessor with a similar verbal tribute. 

That was .the origin of rophing. 
The practice ;Was taken up by other 
classes that year, and was resumed 
the next year, and the year after 
that, and has been carried' on to his 
day. 

NEW STYLE 

Naturally, the natiire of rophing 
has undergone considerable change 
since the early days^ The sincere 
half-hour eulogy by that anonym- 
ous 10th-century physics student 
has been whittled down to two mi- 
nutes. Still more drastic a change 
has been in the very style of the 
discourse. In its present-day form, 
the rophing speech is characterized 
by deliberately fulsome flattery 
and the most exaggerated praise 
possible for the professor's per- 
sonal and academic virtues. Also, 
since the early 1930's, the respon- 
sibility for rophing professors has 
devolved exclusively on the fresh- 
man class. 

. The procedure is ' as .follows : 
Shortly before the first ■ lecture - in 
any subject, the group of freshmen 
assigned to that particular section 
or class gathers outside the lec* 
ture' hall or room and ' chooses a 
spolcesman. Hé is always male, and 
it is customary to picic .'someone 



with experience in debating or pu- 
blic spealcing. There follows a brief 
discussion of what he is to say. 
Theoretically the entire class con- 
tributes to the composition of the 
speech, but now, with the pre- 
valence of larger classes, the plan- 
nittg'is done chiefly by the rophcr 
(spealcer) himself, along with à 
few advisers. 

ROPHINO CONVENTIONS . 

There are several conventions* to 
be observed. (1) Tbè ropher may 
use .notes j Only.;if they are con- 
cealed ifromi the' view of the pro- 
fessor. '-^(2)'^ The professor must 
never 'be . addressed by . name.. (3) 
Femaleiectuters are never rophed. 

It should be noted hère that pro- 
fessors habitually arrive iip to fif- 
teen minutes late for the first lec- 



ture, In order to allow sufficient 
time for the selected ropher to 
prepare himself. 

At the end of the~rophing period 
(that is, after first lectures have 
been given in all classes, and the 
appropriate rophing speeches 
made) the freshman class by mu- 
tual consent decides which of the' 
numerous rophers has been ' the 
best The champion is usually a 
freshnian who' has. been selected 
as ropher in each of his five cour- 
ses. He is given the title of "First 
Ropher" and, in recognition of his 
talents, is himself ''rophed". by. the 
previous year's winner, or "Late 
First Ropher", on the stçps of the 
Arts Building. The speech to the 
First Ropher will .be .given this 
year by Claude. Goldman,. B.,Sc. 2, 
the incumbent Late First .Rôphér.

' ' Now ihat McGUl hasl-'o^flcially ' opened her doors to the Freshman 
contingent, serious consideration ought to be given by all Freshcttes 
to the ..McGUi- sports program, an integral part'o{ college life. The 
WAA, under the able tutelage of Miss Ivcagh Munro, sponsors a most 
diversified athletic program, composed of vlrlually every popular sport. 
These range from the delicate perfection of a dolphin in synchronized 
swimming, to the vigoroiis, pound-diminishing exercises of the 
Keep Fit class ("The end always justifies the means"), and fronj^he 
.finely made arabesque of figure skating, to the exciting breakaway 
of the star left-winger on the Squaws' hockey team. 

For all Freshcttes, thero.is*a coinpulsory phys-ed pro-am, under 
penalty of a twenty-five dollar fiiié for non-attendenee. This program 
entails two ' one-hour sessions'' per week. During this time, excellent 
instruction, both for the 'novice and' the accomplished sportswoman, 
is given by able teacher;, many of whom are renowned in Montreal 
sports circles. Those who wish to leam-^ new skills may tackle such 
sports as fendng aiid bowling.' Those who wish to better their skills 
in badminton, besketball, volleyball et al., will find the opportunity 
available also. " ' 

In addition to the compulsory sports program, ihere are intramural 
and intercollegiate activities. For those who wish to participate on a 
competitive level, this is the answer. Everyone, regardless.. oL profi- 
ciency, may play on an intramural' team. Those who are especially 
adept in a certain sport should exploit their talent and try^for the 
Intercollegiate teams. The WAA sponsors Jaunts^to^ various colleges 
for competitive meets for members of intercollè^ate- teams as well 
as letters for all those enVolved in McGiU's wide' extracurricular sports 
program. 

It is my contention, however, that WAA should improve the sports 
system by making the WAA akin to the practice of the MAA. Fresh- 
ettcs who play on intramural teams should be declared exempt from 
the compulsory physical education programme. By so doing, an 
enthusiastic sportsman whose time and activities are curtailed by the 
stress of studies can more freely participate on an intramural level. 
Many able freshcttes who feel that additional time devoted to sports 
activities would impinge on the demands of studies, do not compete 
for the afore mentioned reason'. If, however, .freshcttes were exempt 
from the first year phys-cd programme, they could take part in intra- 
mural sports and conceivably build up the teams by virtue of their 
excellence. As the intramural tetms often serve as stepping stones 
to intercollegiate teams, the caliber of the latter would, by the process 
to intercollegiate be improved. 

Last year Red and While squads, save for that of the tennis squad, 
which led the league, could stand improvement. For the most part, 
they were plagued by "No 3" spot In intercollegiate tournaments. By 
this adjustment in the physcd 
system, it seems quite possible if 
not probable, that this unenviable 
situation be remedied. 

It has been said, "Brains is 
better than brawn". But both are 
necessary for the well-rounded 
personality, the goal of every 
institution of higher learning. 
Therefore, freshcttes, became ac- 
tive' participants in the varied 
programme that the WAA offers. 
Nine but of ten women do it — 
why not you 7 ' • . . . • :
